At the conclusion of the preliminary 
heurt before he decided: to plea 
guilty, Lincoln made a statement sum- 
ming up hie case, in which he defied 
the government to pro oed with the 
trial. He contended nu evidence had 
heen produced to prove he had written 
the forged signatures and devlared the 
Prosecution had been undertaken by u 
Ms sind and vindictive government. 

he cared.to fight the case, Lincoln 
N e the government would not 
lave an easy conviction. Ho asserted 
the proceedings represented an at- 
tempt to punish him, not for forgery, 
but for a political offense and that 
under the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain the case 
could not proceed. He defied the gov- 
ernment to proceed with the case in 
the face of the treaty, saying the se- 
cretary of state at Washington would 
demand his immediate surrender be- 
cause the courts of the United States 
had been deliberately deceived. 

Lincoln proceeded to tell the story 
of his life, mentioning tHe fact that he 
was born in Hungary ot Jewish par- 
entage. He spoke with emotion ond 
both the prisoner: and Mra. ‘Lincoln 
wept repeatedly 

Lincoln addressed the court for two 
hours. Toward the close of his speech 
he said:

Richard Secord Returns From a 
Visit to London to See His 
Daughters

“The people of England are full op 
optimism and-they realize there can 
only be ene end to the war; that the 
fighting cannot cease until Prupslan 
militarism is wiped out forever,“ It 
was thus Richard Secord, of McDoug- 
all & Betond, Ltd., crystalized the im- 
pressions recelved on his visit to Eng- 
land to see his two daughters who live 
in London. r. Becord, who has just 
returned to Hdmonton, also paid- a 
vialt to Ireland, being in Dublin ten 
days after ihe ephemeral insyrrection. 
He stated that it was estimated it 
would take $25,000,000 to make good 
the damage to ‘buildings alone in” th 
Irish capital. He made some aut 
trips about Dublin. and its environs 
but vefrained from going far into the 
country as his chauffeur advised him 
it would not be safe. 

„Ling in London,“ said Mr. Secord 
“you wouldn't know there was any 
war. But for the men in uniform you 

so frequently saw on the streets and 
that the lights are dimmod and the 
curtains drawn at night there are no 
signe of the great conflict in Europe. 
The theatres are running as usual and 
ere crowded every night." Mr. Secord 
mentioned that there is now a tax on 
theatre seats in England, averaging 
about four pence or cight cents. 

“One Using particularly impressed 
me,“ said Mr. Secord, “is that the 
English. people will not stand for any 
outside interference, They don't take 
very kindly to anything of that kind.

Attempts to Prevent 
Advance of Russians 
Lemberg Fail

Me TROGHAD, June 19, via London 
+The Russians took 3,000 prisoners in 
the city and ttre of Czernowltz, the 
war o fice announced today. 

The official statement says: 

“On the front of General Brusiloft'a 
armies, the enemy unsuccessfully tried 
by counter-attacks to arrest our ad- 
vance on Lemberg. Near Rogovitchs, 
southeast of Lokatchi, about four 
miles south of the main road from 
Lutsk to Viadimir-Volyskini, the Aus- 
trians in mass formation attacked our 
units, and, breaking through one sec- 
tor of the fighting front, captured the 
legions belonging to a battery which 
resisted bravely to the last cartridge. 
On receiving reinforcements, we ov- 
erthrew the enemy, recapturing one 
gun and taking 300 prisoners and two 
machine guns. 

"In the region of Korytynitsky, 
southeast of Svinioukhi, southeast of 
Lokatchi, one of our valiant regiments 
launched a counter attack and put the 
enemy to flight. Meanwhile a section 
of our light battery posted in a wood 
in advance cannonaded the enemy 
positions. We took in this action 
three officers, 100 soldiers and four 
machine guns. “ast of Borohoff, 
south of Svionukhi, we seized, after a 
desperate resistance, a wood near the 
village of Bogeff, taking 100 prisoners 
and four machine guns. 

“Our troops, having occupied Czer- 
nowitz and crossed the Pruth at many 
places, are advancing energetically to- 
ward the river Sereth, established by 
the occupation of the bridgehead of 
Czernowi General Letchiskey made

Having captured Czernowitz, capital 
of Bukowina, the Ruasians aro well on 
their way from that city and from var- 
icus points along the river Pruth, drlv- 
ing the Austrians before them toward 
the Sereth river and the Carpath en 
mountain passes, Numerous prisoners 
have been captured by the Pussiang in 
their drive and more guns, machine 
guns, ammunition and foodstuffs 
have fallen, into thelr hands. Heavy 
fighting is! still in progress to the 
north, in Galicia and Volhynia, with 
the Russians generally on the offen- 
sive, but with the Austro-Hungarians 
and the Germans tenaciously battling 
against their further advance, 

In the region south of the Pripot 
marshes, to the west of Kolki and 


along the Skothod river, where the 
Kovel-Kovno railway crosses the 
stream, the Russian attacks have 


teen partially repulsed by the German 
Ceneral Von Linsengen’s forces, ac- 
cording to Berlin, while northwest of 
Lutsk the battle is going in favor ot 
the Germans. Petrograd admits the 
penetration of the Russian lines by the 
Austrians wert of Lutsk, near the 
town of Lokatchi, but says that later 
the Russians retrieved this setback. 


The announcement oi fighting in the 


region would indicate that the drive 
in Volhynia has brought the Russians 
to within twenty miles of Viadimir-

Under the voluntary system the 
one proper and effective means of 
getting recruits is persuasion, 
Where other means are employed, 
the enlistment is not voluntary. 
Neither is it likely to be large. 


It will be time enough to expect 
the end of the war when we see it 
coming. The present duty is to 
make sure what the end will be 
when it does come. 


For the last four months the 
street railway has imposed upon 
us a deficit only half as large as it 
charged up against us during the 
four corresponding months last 
year. But the half that still re- 
mains is plenty large enough to 
inspire a working resolution on 
the part of the city council and the 
tax-payers that it must be wiped 
out, 


London papers are confident 
that the war will end next year. 
London papers were also confident 
that the war would be ended by a 
“big push' scheduled to start a 
yea ago last May. The present 
confidence of London papers that 
it will do so is one reason for fear- 
ing that the war may not end next 
summer. The prospect of it doing 
so would be improved if London 
and other papers would stop fore 
casting an early end and devote 
themselves to making sure what 
the end is going to be. 


At a time when thousand: of 
Canadian men and women are sore 
at heart over the loss of loved ones 
at Ypres, Sir Sam lMiughes accentu- 
ates their suffering by laying the 
blame for their distress on the stu- 
pidity of the late Lord Kitchener, 
Gen. French, Gen, Haig, Gen. 
Joffre, and the combined war 
staffs of the British and French 
armies in requiring the Canadian 
troops to hold a salient that is of 
no military value. It is bad 
enough that the hearts of Cana- 
dian relatives should be broken at 
the losses they have sustained 
without Sir Sam adding agony to 
their grief by trying to coin per- 
sonal prestige or political capital 
for himself out of the casualty 
lists, 


The Militia Department has is- 
sued a statement explaining a re- 
cent order which forbids a soldier 
at tho front assigning to his depen- 
dants more than twenty days pay 
per month. The reason is that 
the man at the front needs a cer- 
tain amount of pocket money, and 
numbers of men have been found 
so anxious to provide for the ones 
at home that they have assigned 
practically all their pay to them, 
leaving themselves nothing with 
which to buy comforts or take ad- 
vantage of leave-of-absence to get 
away from the strain of the fight- 
ing line. The order forbidding 
this is reasonable and proper, pro- 
vided the Government undertakes 
to see that the dependants do not 
suffer by reason of the reduction 
in the assigned pay. It may be 
taken that the soldiers would not 
have assigned the whole, or practi- 
cally all, their pay if they did not 
know that their families need it, 
That being the case, the depart- 
ment should see that the families 
do not suffer through the prohibi- 
tion imposed upon the soldiers; by 
making an appropriate increase in 
the separation allowance.

Also that 
if the end-is to be accomplished the 
campaign will have to be conduct- 
ed along different lines than those 
which have been followed in 
Eastern Canada with failure as 
the result. No city of its size 
has so many of its citizens in khaki 
as the City of Edmonton, and in 
no city in Canada has there been 
less of what is commonly called 
‘recruiting effort.“ And what is 
true of Edmonton on both counts 
is true of the province of Alberta. 
The men who have filled the ranks 
of Alberta battalions are not men 
who have been shamed into uni- 
form by the distribution of white 
feathers, badgered into joining by 
button-holing tactics, or coerced 
into enlistment by the threat of 
being fired out of their jobs. Re- 
eruiting officers and public alike 
have respected the right conferred 
by law upon every man to enlist or 
not enlist as his judgment dictates, 
and have devoted their recruiting 
effort to showing the need of men 
and the duty and glory of respond- 
ing to the call of King and coun- 
try. The result has been such as 
to show that coercive tactics of 
any kind are not needed in this 
Province, and that they are of 
doubtful value anywhere.
